be to decide whether these state- 
ments shall be given to the public. 
•Ehe publicity law of 1910 requires 
that the expenses of campaign com- 
mittees "shall be a part ot a pu>>- 
llc record" in the office of the cleric 
of the house "and shall be open to 
public inspection."

It was generally understood here 


during the preparation of the new 
law amending the act of 1910 that 
the amendments were designed to 
give actual publicity to the individ- 
ual expenses of candidates for the 
senate or the house of representa- 
tives.-Law's Silence Causes Surprise.

Voicing their belief that insistence 


upon the elevation of the tracks of the 
Pennsylvania and 
Wahash 
railroads 


at Clinton street at this time will re- 
sult in a long deadlock that will de- 
lay indefinitely the. construction of the 
new passenger station of the Pennsyl- 
vania company as well as other im- 
provements in contemplation, and that

They urge that all matters of track 


elevation west of Calhoun street be 
first disposed of. to the end that the 
passenger station may not be delayed. 
Elevation at Clinton street, it is de- 
clared, would work 6. great and un- 
necessary hardship upon the Pennsyl- 
vania company, which at a. later date 
may not be the case. There is a 
further recommendation that with the 
work west of Calhoun street complet- 
ed the situation east of Calhoun be 
taken up as a whole and provide ade 
nuate facilities for crossings cither b} 
subways or viaducts at Lafayette, anc 
Hanna streets.

The plant consist o"f a compact and powerful dynamo operated 
ly the engine of the car.

For-starting, the engine, the dynamo Is temporarily and auto-

To start the- engine, the operator, after taking his seat in the
